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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants tiave amended claim 1 to recite wherein the method for treating woodchips now comprises preparing 
a DNA encoding an antisense RNA complementary to the whole or part of a transcription product of "one or more" cellulolytic enzyme 
genes from Coriolus hirsutus. However, original claim 1 recited wherein the antisense RNA was substantially complementary to the whole 
or a part of "a transcription product of a cellulolytic enzyme gene." Therefore the scope of the antisense RNA used in the recited method 
comprises a sequence that is complementary to the whole or part of a transcription product of an undefined number of cellulolytic genes 
from Coriolus hirstus. Moreover, the scope of the term "complementary" now recited in the claims is unclear, since the specification does 
not define this term as requiring wherein the antisense RNA is 100% complementary. The specification as filed refers to complementary 
sequences with respect to "stringent conditions." However, the specification as filed does not require that those conditions be under low 
stringency or high stringency. Therefore, this change in scope necessitates further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; Applicant's arguments with respect to the 
rejections set forth in the Final Office Action, filed 1-31-08, are directed to the claims as set forth in the amendment filed 1-31-08. Since this 
amendment was not entered Applicant's arguments are considered moot .
